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PETERSON  PRESIDENCY  1 


Anyone  who’s  ever  met  Dr.  Walter  F.  Peterson,  president  of  the  University  of  Dubuque,  has  never 
forgotten  his  ready  handshake,  his  warm  greeting,  his  tremendous  energy  and  his  uncanny  ability  to 
remember  names  and  details.  His  intense,  24  hour  a day  commitment  to  the  success  of  the  University  of 
Dubuque  also  makes  a strong  impression. 

Taking  the  helm  of  the  University  in  1970  as  UD’s  first  lay  president  in  118  years.  Dr.  Peterson’s  vision 
for  the  institution  has  never  flagged. 

Born  in  Idaho,  Walter  Peterson  grew  up  in  Iowa  and  obtained  from  the  University  of  Iowa,  B.A.,  M.A., 
and  Ph.D.  Degrees.  He  taught  in  four  colleges  and  universities  and  worked  off  campus  as  an  advisor  to 
private  business.  His  speciality  is  economic,  diplomatic,  and  religious  history.  In  the  service  of  the  federal 
government  he  traveled  in  India  and  Brazil  as  an  on-the-site  evaluator  of  Peace  Corps  workers. 

Immediately  before  being  appointed  president  of  the  University  of  Dubuque,  he  was  professor  of  history, 
librarian,  and  director  of  continuing  studies  at  Lawrence  University.  During  World  War  II  he  served  with  the 
Air  Force. 

A staunch  crusader  for  education,  Peterson  also  gives  his  time  and  talent  to  a multitude  of  other  civic, 
philanthropic  and  cultural  endeavors.  In  annual  polls,  he  is  consistently  named  one  of  the  people  in  Dubuque 
“with  the  most  clout.” 

On  campus,  his  leadership  has  sparked  in  students,  faculty,  staff,  board,  alumni  and  friends  a rare  loyalty 
and  an  exuberant  pride  in  the  University.  His  drive,  attention  to  detail  and  entrepreneurial  spirit  have  led  the 
university  through  an  era  of  tremendous  growth  — in  support  to  the  institution,  in  programs,  mission  and 
facilities.  Dr.  Peterson  has  built  on  the  strong  heritage  that  is  UD,  an  institution  that  excels  at  meeting  the 
needs  of  today's  students,  and  met  those  needs  with  the  same  warm,  personal  approach  that  was  the 
hallmark  of  his  20  year  presidency. 

The  UD  executive  committee  has  requested  that  Peterson,  age  69,  assume  the  position  of  chancellor.  As 
chancellor  he  will  have  responsibilities  in  public  relations  and  development.  Dr.  Peterson  and  his  wife, 
Barbara,  plan  to  remain  in  Dubuque  to  continue  to  serve  the  university  and  tri-state  community.

The  University  of  Dubuque  volleyball  team,  with  eight  under- 
classmen on  the  ten  person  roster,  finished  the  season  with  a 
disappointing  7-34  overall  record.  Dubuque  was  1-7  in  Iowa  Con- 
ference play,  finishing  eighth  in  the  nine  team  league. 

Dubuque  was  hampered  by  injuries  during  the  entire  season  as 
just  one  starter,  Luanna  Kish,  remained  healthy  through  the  41 
match  schedule.
